The “Flamingo Road” drug 
store clocks, however, didn’t 
worry Curtiz. They were clocks 
displayed for sale and they were 
neither set nor running.

David Brian, sensational dra- 
matic performer in Joan Craw- 
ford’s film, “Flamingo Road,” 
started as a singer in “The 
New Moon,” rising to under- 
study as that long-run oper- 
etta continued.
